The Shrine is worth at any time more 
than it costs. The little crippled children 
are the direct charge of every Noble 
wherever he may be. They are your re- 
sponsibility. You may have neglected 
them in the past. Don’t desert them now. 
Pay your dues promptly and by so doing 
help to keep your Temple active, and a 
going concern, that it may assist the 
Shrine nationally in continuing the work 
being done by the Shriners’ Hospitals 
for Crippled Children, for without the 


Shrine there would be no Shriners’ Hos- 
pitals for Crippled Children. 

As the Shrine was the originator of 
these Hospitals, so the Shrine must carry 
the burden of maintenance if they are to 
exist, for every member paying dues 
means another two dollars to assist in 
this philanthropie work.

Illustrious Potentate Pollard made the 
decision to bring the units after a dinner 
meeting of the Club in the Hotel Ban- 
croft, Worcester, during which members 
expressed a keen desire to have such a 
move consummated. 


While the Aleppo Temple units pri- 
marily will be brought to Worcester 
with the benefit plans paramount, Il- 
lustrious Potentate Pollard told Wor- 
cester County Shrine Club members that 
the trip would also be a gesture of good 
will and closer co-operation on the part 
of the Temple. 


The President of the Shrine Club, 
Andrew M. Goff, plans to make the affair 
outstanding in local Shrine history. A 
campaign of publicity will assure Wor- 
cester County citizens that as a spectacle 
the appearance of the units will be worth 
coming miles to see. 


April 16 will be a red letter day in

Illustrious Potentate Harry G. Pollard, 
after introducing several notables from 
other Temples, introduced the speaker, 
Rev. Arthur T. Brooks, Pastor of the 
Dudley Street Baptist Church, as the 
tourist who has “been in every country 
in the world.”

Outside 
of the vast building program in the 
United States, I doubt whether there is 
any larger building program in the 
world, the one in Russia ... Russia is 
a most mysterious country ... plans 
change so rapidly . . . every new idea of 
the world is seized upon . . . wonderful 
modernistic buildings ... most beauti- 
ful subways in the world . . . a country 
of high food prices, an orange $1.25, 
blackbread 2 Ibs. for 25c, a five cent 
pocket comb 60c ... beautiful new ho- 
tels with very poor “service”... old 
buildings, even large ones torn down to 
make room for the modern . .. you are 
either a peasant or one of the “others” 

- . peasants have own plays at theatres 

. many theatres, many plays . . . chil- 
dren now compelled to go to school .. . 
the baby is now ‘King’ in Russia... 
cathedrals now museums ... no church 
services ... Russia makes a lot of 
sports, winter sports, racing ete. but 
NO BETTING ALLOWED .. . at 
factories men work 7 hours a day, women, 
6 hours . . . labor is paid according to 
ability . . . factories turning out every 
conceivable type of machinery ... and 
NO ONE KNOWS WHAT IS GOING 
TO HAPPEN IN THE FUTURE, NOT 
EVEN STALIN.”

His duties will consist of directing a 
survey to ascertain the extent of research 
now being made in institutions for the 
care of the mentally ill and to find new 
research clues worthy of development. 


As a result of his research activities an 
organization which became nation-wide in 
scope was started. The Mental Hygiene 
Society of Massachusetts is a part of the 
organization, which has many commit- 
tees. The organization has no power to 
take action, but merely makes recom- 
mendation in the treatment and care of 
mental cases. 


Noble Dr. Overholser will have as an 
advisory committee many outstanding 
leaders in fields of psychiatric research 
and mental hospital work, among them 
Dr. L. Vernon Briggs and Dr. James V. 
May of Boston. He is the author of 
many psychiatric subjects and has lec- 
tured at Boston University School of 
Medicine and elsewhere. He is a member 
of the executive committee of the Ameri- 
can Psychiatric Association and the goy- 
erning council of that body. 

Noble Dr. Overholser’s duties will take 
him to all parts of the country.
